A momentr after the bomb was 
detonated a lenlflc tornado roared 
over the entire guinea pig fleet. 
Tlil.s was an atomic tornado wllh 
a blow torch-like center. And Its 
apparent diameter on the water's 
surface was more than half a mile. 

Photographs show thnt directly 
under the bomb the water was 
momentarily depressed, "llie water 
was pujhfrt down In a ah allow 
saucer. Under the tremendous force 
of the atomic slap the water re- 
acted like an anvil. 

Under nepreiiliiD 
The smnshlng ot the coral on the 
bottom occurred about under this 
depression. This under water smash 
revealed Its prescnw by a Brest 
patch of water of Heht turquoise 
color.

Reds Charged 
With Blocldng 
Peace, Parley 

PARIS. July 0 l,P)— BrlUsh For- 
'Ign Secretary Ernest Bevln In n 
lltler debate tonight charged tliat 
Russia WDS Irj'lng to back out ot 
igrtemcnt to call an European 
peace conference July 29, American 
Informants reported, and the big 
tour mlnlsiers remained deadlock- 
ed for a second day. 

Bevln and U. S. Becretnjy of Slate 
James F. Byrnes both told Soviet 
Foreign Minister V. M. Moloiov 
thst ihry could not ogree ■ 
proposal that rules ot procedi 
Imposed upon the peace parley by 
the four-power foreign mlnlatera. 

In a I'i hour session. Bevln as- 
serted (hat Molotov appeared to be 
stipulating new conditions to sum- 
monlna tHe 2I-natlon confercnca 
after Britain. Prance and the Dnlted 
States had accepted all the other 
Soviet condlllons. 

The British mlnLiter declared he 
already had a.tsured his own sov- 
erament and the dominions that ho 
would not agree to anything which 
might limit their freedom at the 
peace conference. 

Doth Br3ne* and Bevln maintain- 
ed lh«t the foreign ministers might 
draft "suggesUona" on rtiles or pro- 
cedure for Ihe peace conference, but 
that the minltters had no right to 
lay down hard and last rules, 

American informants quoted 
Byrnes as telling Molotor that no 
"sell-respecllng" representaUvea to 
the conference would accept ntoh 
dlcUtonhlp.

July B m — Russian 
Naval Lleulcnant NIcoIsI O. Redin 
flatly denied from the witness ataad 
In his espionage -conspiracy trial 
late toda>- that he had ever paid any 
money to a Seattle shipyard engin- 
eer to buy naval secrets. 
Delore a hushed courtroom, he 
iswered queries by Defenaa At- 
torney Irvln Goodman is to a series 
of eonveraatlona which Herbert 
Kennedy. Scotliih bom onghieer, 
had testified he had with Redln. 



d. Kennedy lold last week of 
telling Redln information on tho 
destroyer tender YclJowslone, built 
In a Seattle shipyard. 

Earlier Jledin had described his 
first mcellng with Kennedy when 
he gave the engineer a ride from a 
downtown sJilpyaxd. He described a 
.series ot subsequent meetings aa 
"social visits" In which the ramllles 
became acquainted. 

Attorney Goodman then read to 
the witnea testimony Kennedy gave 
last week In whkh tha engineer 
said Redln told him "if jou will give 
me certain Infonnalioa my people 
will pay you." 

"Did you or did you not have 
such a converiallon?" Ooodman 
asked. 

Redin replied 'I didn't have any 
such conversation and by the way. 
that phrase 'he uld I told him 
would take ma time to prspara and 
I would have to lake it to my 
English teacher to prepare It."

The re.iiilt of all this biniRllnR fliui.'; the 
country clamoring for com modi tlci that have 
not been produced becnu.'ie of .strikes and 
price rc.'itrlctlons. And mucli of the re.sponsl- 
blUty for thl.-i peiil-iip demand tli:it thrcnten.i 
continued Inriallon re.sls with the govern- 
ment bureaucrats who hfive Indulged In a 
class favoritism this country could Hi nfford 
Immediately following a war. 

We're going to have to pay the fiddler soon- 
er or later for all our folly, and It's going to 
be interesting to see what the boy.s In Wa.sh- 
Ington finally do about .such things na OPA 
and the other bureaus with whlcli they work- 
ed government Into a general cliiltor. 

One thing Is .sure. If the maniiraeturors are 
permitted to supply the people with thplr de- 
mands, competition will go a lonK way toward 
keeping prices In line. 

But so long as the government continue,^ to 
penalize Industry for the benrrit of labor, 
there Is no logical re.n.son to export n ,suiiply 
of goods that will meet the demniid. That's 
something for the wise guys In Wn.shlngton to 
be thinking about. 



AN INTKItESTIXr; RACE 

Best guesses are that It will bo two years 
before receipts of natural rubber from abroad 
attain anything like tlielr prewar volume. And 
when that time comw It will be Interesting to 
watch the race between the natural and syn- 
thetic varieties. 

Synthetic rubber, though expensive and In- 
ferior In some respects, was good enough to 
win the wartime "rubber battle." Now It must 
compete In price and quality with natural 
rubber In peacetime competition. 

An Indication that the competition will be 
keen Is found In the fact that 33^ patents 
were taken out last year— almost ohe a day 
— In the synthetic rubber field. These, ol 
course, are not basic inventions or Inventions 
based on the first large-scale usage. They are 
Improvements resulting from ample data de- 
rived from observing characteristics and per- 
lormance In widespread use over a consider- 
able period oC time. 

Probably the chief reason why thl-s race will 
bo Interesting la that such competition holds 
the eventual promise o( giving the public 
more varied and abundant rubber products 
ftt lower price*.
